Two Elba men were shot in an 
early evening altercation last Satur- 
day evening. A third individual suf- 
fered a blow to the head.

“The Governor, or the designee of the 
Governor, shall serve as chairperson of 
the appointing committee.

Careful food handling by parents helps keep 
infants safe from food-borne illnesses

Infants, because they 
young, are among the high-risk 
groups for food-borne illnesses 
Parents can reduce the risk with a 
little common sense and safe food 
handling practices. 

Infants less than one year of age 
do not have fully developed 
immune systems. Bacteria that may 
not cause illness in an adult or older 
child, can cause serious illness in 
infants. Here are some safe food 
practice rules for parents to keep 
infants’ food 

safe. For infants under 6-months 
old the safe storage times for for- 
mula and expressed breast milk are 
24 hours in a refrigerator at 35 F to 
40 F. Milk can be frozen for up to 
three months at 0 F. However, do 
not freeze formula. If you give an 
infant water, it should be boiled 
water during the first three months 
of the infant's life. Milk and formu- 
la for 6- to 12-month old infants 
may be stored for 48 hours in the 
refrigerator, The same three month 
time limit applies for milk, and the

2. Shake baby bottles and check 
the temperature on the top of your 
hand before feeding. 

3. Discard any unused milk left in 
a bottle. DO NOT REUSE, 

4. Follow the manufacturer's rec- 
ommended procedures for prepar- 
ing bottles before filling them with 
milk or formula. 

5. When traveling, keep milk and 
formula cold (less than 41 F) by 
transporting bottles in an insulated 
cooler, 

The safety practices for solid 
baby foods are: Observe the “use 
by” dates when storing unopened 
jars. Jars of commercial baby food 
normally have a | to 2-year shelf- 
life. Check to see that the safety 
button on the lid is down before 
opening. If the lid does not “pop” 
When the jar is opened or if the jar 
is not sealed, do not use the food. 

1. For microwave heating, trans- 
fer food from unopened jars to 
bowls or dishes. For adequate heat- 
ing, heat four ounces of food on 
high for 15 seconds, stir, and let 
stand for 30 seconds. Stir again and 
check the temperature (more than 


140 F) before feeding food to the 
infant, 

2. When traveling with an infant, 
keep opened jars of baby food cold 
(less than 41 F) by transporting the 
food in an insulated cooler. 

3, Never allow opened jars of 
food to sit at room temperature, 

4. Solid baby foods that have 
been opened may be stored in the 
refrigerator for a maximum of 3 
days. 

5. Strained fruits and vegetables 
can be refrigerated for 2 to 3 days 
or stored in the freezer for 6 to 8 
months, 

6. Strained meats and eggs may 
be stored one day in the refrigerator 
or | to 2 months in the freezer. 

7. Meat and vegetable combina- 
tions are good for | to 2 days in the 
refrigerator or 1 to 2 months in the 
freezer. 

8. Homemade baby foods will 
keep for | to 2 days in the refrigera- 
tor or 3 to 4 months in the freezer. 

Remember, once commercial for- 
mulas or foods are opened, use 
them immediately and refrigerate 
the unused portion. When you use 
the refrigerated leftovers, heat them 
quickly to 165 F to prevent growth 
of bacteria.

Father charged with assaulting child

A 19-year-old Kinston man 
accused of nearly killing his 5- 
month-old daughter remains in the 
Coffee County Jail under a half 
million dollar bond 

Jonathan Leland Wilkerson, 19, 
of 81 Coffee County Road 472, 
Kinston, Alabama, is charged with 
domestic violence in the first 
degree. 

On Saturday, October 14, Kin- 
ston Police Chief Jerome Cobb was 
notified of an assault complaint 
involving a 5-month old child. The 
child had been taken to the Andalu- 
sia Regional Hospital earlier that 
morning. The preliminary invest- 
gation revealed that the baby was a 
victim of physical abuse. Medical 
authorities listed the child’s condi- 


tion initially as eritical and further 


stated that death could occur. 
The 5-month-old victim was air- 


lifted by helicopter to Children’s 


Hospital of Alabama in Birming- 
ham where, at this time, she 
remains in serious but stable condi- 
tion, According to the medical staff, 
the chances for recovery “look 


good,”

called by the District Attorney and 
Kinston Police Deportment on 
Wednesday afternoon (Oct. 18th), 
Chief Cobb described the case as 
the “worst child abuse case (he) has 
seen in his 18 years in law enforce- 
ment.” 

In describing the injuries to the 
child, District Attorney Mark Fuller 
said the baby suffered broken 
bones, burns, tears, bruising and 
internal injuries. Further tests are 
being made to determine if the 
baby had been sexual molested in 
any way, 

The infant's mother, also 19, has 
not been charged in connection 
with the incident. The couple’s 
other child, a toddler, has been 


taken into custody by the Depart- 
ment of Human Resources and is 
presently being cared for by rela- 
tives. She has been examined for 
Signs of abuse but test results have 
not been released 

District Attorney Fuller said he 
opted to charge Wilkerson with first 
degree domestic violence - a Class 
A felony charge just signed into law 
on August 1, 2000 - instead of 
attempted murder because it carnes 
a minimum sentence that exceeds 
that of attempted murder. This is 
the first case of domestic violence 
that has been brought in the 12th

Grand jury clears deputy sheriff of 
any criminal conduct in fatal crash

A recent Coffee County - Elba 
Division grand jury reviewed the 
facts as presented in connection 
with the fatal car crash that resulted 
in the death of Kacy Lee Clark, 16, 
of Jack. According to the report 
from the grand jury, it found no 
evidence of criminal conduct by a 
Coffee County Sheriff's deputy in 
connection with the tragic incident 

The fatal crash occurred on April 
8, 2000, on Coffee County Road 
209 as Miss Clark was being pur 
sued by Coffee County Deputy 
Mark Anderson after she apparent- 
ly failed to stop when an attempt 
was made to pull her over tor a 
speeding violation 

The pursuit, which began shortly 
before 11 p.m. and lasted for sever 
al minutes, originated on AL Hwy 
125, continued north on AL Hwy 
167, then south on AL Hwy, 167 
turning off on Co, Rd. 209 where 
the Clark vehicle left the roadway 
at a high rate of speed , overturn 
ing, causing Miss Clark to be eject 
ed 

Miss Clark was airlifted by a 
Medivac helicopter from the scene 
to Southeast Medical Cénter in 
Dothan where she died trom 
injuries sustained in the crash
